A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

Ms. Jane called to discuss the long and stagnant prosecution history noting that the same references keep coming 
up. Ms Jane pointed out where in the prosecution history the examiner admitted that the references fail to teach 
particular limitations. In particular, two limitations were the focus of the discussion. The first being the N2: CF4 flow 
ratio of claim 14 and the second being the etching selectivity ratio of claim 1 . 

Regarding the flow ratio, Ms. Jane stated that Li was relied upon for teaching the claimed ratio but then noted that Li 
does not teach a ratio between N2 and CF4. The examiner clarified that Halman was relied upon for this limitation 
even though it has been admitted that Halman does not teach an N2: CF4 ratio of from 1 : 1 to 4: 1 . The examiner 
noted that the basis for relying on Halman stemmed from the fact that even though Halman does not explicitly teach a 
ratio of between 1:1 and 4:1, Halman does teach that any amount of N2 can be used. 

Regarding, the etching selectivity ratio, Ms Jane, pointed to their specification to show how the claimed ratio 
stemmed from the using a mixture of Ar, N2 and CF4. Then Ms. Jane noted that the applied references do not teach 
using this mixture to achieve the claimed selectivity and it was suggested that the rejection unfairly relied upon 
hindsight gleaned from applicants' disclosure. The examiner suggested that inherency, which the examiner relied upon 
to meet the selectivity ratio limitation, was not dependent upon hindsight gleaned from applicant's specification 
because a feature is either inherent or it is not. Additionally, the examiner suggested that if it was critical to include 
argon in the etchant in order to achieve the claimed selectivity ratio, then argon should be included in the claim.
